The offensive was carried as far as 
the western bank of the Chalcha 
River but the Soviet Guter Mongollan 
troops succeeded in throwing baek 
the enemy who suffered muny casual- 
thes and was compelled to leave miny 
dead behind, 


Only in the north-weslern — posi- 
tlon of the front, were Japiunese Sn- 
fantry detachments able, with the 
support of numerour tanks,, to: ¢n- 
trench themselves on the western 
bank of, the Chalcha River. 


In the counter-offensive, the So- 
viet Outer Mongolian troops had 
been able, however, to dislodge ‘the 
enumy, so that there now nota 
single unit of Japan Manchurian 
forces left on the avest side of the
